REMARKS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, 27, 28, 30-36, 38-49, 54 and 55 are currently pending. Claims 
1-5, 7-10, 36, 38-49, and 54-55 have been allowed. 

By this Amendment, claim 27 has been amended to incorporate the allowable 
subject matter of dependent claim 28, and claim 28 has been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 1-5, 7-10, 27, 30-36, 38-49, 54 and 55 would 
be pending. 

II. Objections to the Claims 

Claim 28 has been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. This claim has been canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer rendering the objection moot. 

HI. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S103(a) 

Claims 27 and 30-35 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,848,1 19 to Miyake. 

Independent claim 27 has been amended to incorporate the allowable subject 
matter of dependent claim 28. Accordingly, claims 28 and 30-35 are believed to be in allowable 
form.
